New York'; Subway Plan Is aj Vast an 


Undertaking as the Panama Canal, and 


in Many Ways More Baffling. 


New York, July Z'J.—A great army of 


vorkinei! is preparing to dig away the

there is already one tube running in 
thin location and more might weaken the 
resistance of the earth, causing a ter- 
rible catastrophe. 


There will bo a croRR-town subway 


connecting these two lines at the center 
and various extensions to outlying cen- 
ters of traffic, including the new Penn- 
sylvania station on Seventh nveime. 


From Brooklyn Bridge two new lines 


are. going to be carried under the river, 
making Brooklyn "closer" than ever to 
New York. 
These lines will be four- 


tracked, two for exnresa trains and two 


blocks, while the express trains run 
by a mile of stations without pause. 
Some of the trins will run up onto tie- 
vated tracks at the subway terminal 
and curry suburban passengers out on 
Long Island as far as Jamaica. 


The cost of building this great rapid 


transit system will be divided into three, 
parts and will be borne by the city and 
bv the two companies which will op- 
erate Hie trains—the Interborougli Trac- 
tion Co. and tho Brooklyn Rapid" Transit 
Co. The public utilities commission of 
the city will have entire charge of the 
work, letting contracts and supervising 
all construction. 
The companies will 


have nothing whatever to say until the 
tubes are, completed and turned over to 
them for equipment and operation. 
At 


the end of ten years the city will take 
over the system by meeting certain speci- 
fied payments. In the meantime, in re- 
turn for franchise privileges, a certain 
small percentage of the irross earnings 
above a certain figure is to be paid over 
to the citv.

EEVIEWS THE CASES 


Washington, July 20.—A 
statement, 


approved by President Taft, defending 
his nomination by the Chicago conven- 
tion, was made public at the 
white 


house yesterday. It reviews every con- 
test before the republican national com- 
mittee and the credentials committee of 
the convention, and asserts that each 
contest was settled logically, upon its 
merits. The statement was submitted to 
the cabinet at a recent meeting and re- 
ceived the approval of the president's of- 
ficial family. 


The statement, which is 
a lengthy 


document of 144 printed pages, is a de- 
tailed denial of the charge that the re- 
nomination of President Taft was ac- 
complished by the seating of fraudulently 
elected delegates to the convention. 
It 


takes up individually the 238 contests 
instituted by 
the 
Roosevelt 
forces 


against Taft delegates -who were seated, 
and presents evidence in each of these 
cases to shpw that the Taft delegates 
were regularly elected.

formal in substance, to 74. The verj 
fact of these 164 frivolous contests it- 
self reflects upon the genuineness am 
validity of the remainder." 


Enumerates the Coatests. 


The resume then enumerates the con- 


tests, and reviews the arguments in each 
we. The review of the evidence in the 
contest? embraced in the white hous< 
statement is certified to hy Victor Rose 
water, chairman of the national commit 
tee. and Thomns H. Dcivinc, chairman ol 
the credentials committee. 
As an ap 


pendii, the statement carries in dctai 
the vote in the national committee on 
each of the contests, and a statement o 
the dates of the Taft and 
Roosevelt 


conventions in contested states. The o'b 
jcct of the latter is to show that the 
Hno«cvclt delegates were chosen after the 
regular conventions had named 
Taf 


representatives. 


Another rpponoix is the rppnrt of th< 


credentials committee to the convention 
in which the statement issued br the 


Roosevelt committccmen attacking the 
majority of the committed was answered. 


Calls it Grossly Untrue. 


In 
discussin the charge the report 


said: 


"The statement as a whole in its in- 


sinuations of combination of unworthy 
motive, in its recital of alleged facts, is 


rossly and maliciously untrue. It was 
ntcndcd to convey the impression that 
.he time for hearing'cases was BO nm- 
ted as to prevent their being properly 
resented to the committee. The un- 
:ruthfulness of this statement is clearly 
shown by the records of the commit- 
:ee and tho newspaper reports of its 
deliberations. 
Not only did the rules 


make liberal provision for time in pre- 
senting the cases, but in every instance 
where the parties presenting the cases, 
or any member of the committee, asked 
or an extension of time, it was granted." 


The statement of the Roosevelt inem- 


jers of the committee asserted that the 
speed witli which the credentials com- 
mittee brought in reports "made it evi- 
dent that the reports had been prepared 
aeforehand." In reply to this statement 
the appendix to the white house state- 
ment said: 


"In regard to the assertion that re- 


ports were prepared in advance of the 
action of the committee on credentials 
no one of the gentlemen who makes this 
statement will state of his own personal 
knowledge that any reports were thus 
made." 


Defends Its Decisions. 


In concluding, the majority 
of 
the 


credentials committee, defending its de- 
cisions, said: 


"As to the merits of these contested 


cases upon which the committee passed 
it should be remembered that the na- 
tional committee sat for fifteen days 
hearing evidence and 
argument 
upon 


them. 
Out of a total membership of 


fifty-three, only thirteen members of 
that committee objected to the findings 
and decisions, and they only with regard 
to a part of the cases, the action of the 
committee having been unanimous with 
regard to a majority of them. The con- 
tention declined, by .a substantial ma- 
jority, to reverse the action of the na- 
tional committee, and it referred the 
contested cases to the committee on cre- 
dentials. 
When our committee met 


rules were adopted by unanimous vote, 


one desiring to make complaint as to 


to the seating of any delegate was pre- 
vented from presenting his case. 
The 


committee even considered cases which 
had been decided hy a unanimous vote 
of the national committee, notably the 
Indiana case. 


"The committee on credentials of the 


republican national convention consists 
of fifty-three members. Tbc committee 
in every case sustained the decision ol 
the national committee, and in no case 
by majorities of less than 
two-thirds 


Tliis statement of facts, indorsed by 
forty. members of the committee, who 
listened patiently through all-day ant 
all-night sessions to evidence and argu 
mcnt in order to be able to judge cases 
intelligently and pass upon them hon 
cstly. should be a sufficient answer to 
the reckless, unwarranted and untruth 
fill assertions contained in the statemcn' 
signed by eleven members of the com 
mittec, two of whom did not attend scs 
sions of the committee, did not hear, any 
of the evidence presented, and nearly al 
of whom indicated their bias by voting 
in every case for the delegates known 
to be favorable to Mr. Roosevelt, includ 
ing numerous cases in which the action 
of the national committee had 
been 


unanimous for the Taft delegates."

The only objection likely to be raised to the 
proposed change is from the authorities of Adams and 
Washington townships, who realize that it will mean a re- 
duction in their township revenues by the elimination of 
the tax returns from those sections of the city now within 
their limits, which under the proposed change would re- 
vert to "Wayne township, in which something like !>0 per 
cent, of the city already lies. Admitting that this would 
prove a considerable item, the protest is hardly a fair one 
when it is recalled that the city gets little or no return from 
township taxes paid by its citizens. Street repairs, sewers, 
lighting and other improvements are of necessity taken 
care of by the city itself, while much of the township tax 
paid by residents of Fort Wayne is expended in township 
work at points remote from the city itself, and no consid- 
erable portion of township funds are applied within the 
city save alone a part, of the expenditure for the relief of 
poor. In the interest of uniformity alone much would be 
gained by the proposed change in township lines, and in 
this connection it is interesting to note that a like move- 
ment is on foot at Indianapolis, where conditions very 
similar exist. But if the "Wayne township lines are moved 
outward at this time, they ought to be placed far enough 
to obviate the necessity for another move "within a few 
years as a result of the city's growth. 


There will be genuine regret that the effort to replen- 


ish the depleted treasury of the playgrounds association by 
the bringing of the fireworks spectacle to Fort Wayne 
last Aveek proved very nearly an utter failure because of a 
lack of patronage, and it will be yet more lamentable if it 
be necessary to close the grounds because of a lack of 
funds to provide supervision and repairs. The work is 
one.which ought not fail, but it is scarcely to he expected 
that the men and women who have been giving largely of 
their time, their effort and their private funds in the 
splendid work will have heart to continue indefinitely in 
the face of public indifference to the movement 


We believe the movement to preserve as a city site 


the historic Harmer ford along the Maumee, is not only 
one to be commended now, but will be increasingly appre- 
ciated as the' years go by. It would be a matter for in- 
finite regret today had the site of the old fort been allowed 
to be completely obliterated by commercialism, and the 
Harmer ford site is another spot that should not be lost 
to the people.

mendation favoring the legalization and 
regulation of big industrial concerns in- 
stead of their dissolution is to be sub- 
mitted to the house in a report by three 
republican members of the Stanley steel 
investigating committee. 


The report was signed by Representa- 


tives Gardner, of Massachusetts, Young, 
of Michigan, and Danforth of Kew fork. 


Representative Young submitted an 


additional statement, and 
Representa- 


tive Sterling, of Illinois, who believes in 
dissolving the 
big 
combinations, will 


submit a separate report. • 


Findi $700,000,000 Water. 


The report of the minority thus sum- 


marizes its findings on the steel trust: 


The corporation 
was 
captilized at 


?1,400,000,000, of which nearly one-half 
was "water." 


The average annual earnings of the 


corporation have been from 11 to 12 per 
cent, on the actiml value of its assets. 


The corporation controls a little over" 


one-half the crude and finished steel 
business of the United States. 


The average wholesale price of steel 


products has fallen off since the cor- 
poration was organized. 


The corporation and all the independ- 


ents have an understanding as to prices. 


The system of interlocking director- 


ates has 
insidious 
consequences and 


facilitates "inside management" and the 
stifling of competition. 


The situation ns to iron ore supply is 


grave and may become menacing. 


Labor conditions in certain depart- 


ments of the steel industry are bad. 


Interstate Board of Industry. 


The report advocates the creation of 


an interstate commission of industry to 
be clothed with extensive powers of reg- 
ulation and with power to fix reason-
